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DETAILED ACTION. 

Applicant 's communication filed on 5/1/06 has been carefully considered by the 
examiner. The arguments advanced therein are persuasive with respect to the rejection 
of record, and those rejection are accordingly withdraw. In view of a further 
consideration, however, a new rejection is set forth below. This action is not made final.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1,4-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 , the phrase "wherein when the body moves in one direction a 
phase length at least a first open circuit associated with the first plurality of conductive 
strips is lengthened and a phase length at least a second open circuit" renders the claim 
indefinite because it is unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of 
the claimed invention, which elements or drawing disclose a first and second open 
circuit and a phase length. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Regarding claim 1 , lines 8-9, should be deleted "at Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

5. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Butland et al 
(US 5,440,318). 

Regarding claim 12, Butland disclose a round tilting antenna array comprising: 
a phase shifting device comprising: a body slidable relative to a printed circuit board; 
and, a plurality of oppositely sensed antenna elements (1-4) mounted to the circuit 
board(5) in a vertical elongate array and defining upper antennae and lower antennae, 
the upper antennae being connected to feed lines(8-9, 10) that are lengthened when the 
body is moved in a first direction and the lower antenna elements being connected to 
the feed lines that are shortened when the body is moved in the first direction, whereby 
a phase shift is caused along the length of the array. See figures 1 , 4D, 5A, col.2, lines 
51-67 to col.5, lines 1-47. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1,4-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Citation of relevant prior art 
The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Sinsky (US 6,208,222) and West et al. (US 6,650,291) are cited 
to show a phase shifter array antenna.
